After endeavoring for more than 
‘two weeks to secure suitable men, we 
have concluded that we can go no 
further and have therefore warned the 
federal government to that.effect.” are 
‘the vital and concluding words in the 
statement issued by the two. premiers, 

. The statement is ag follows: 

“The governments of Saskatchewan 
and Alberta were asked by the federal 
government to name men suitable for 


‘appointment as chairman, vice chair- 


man and memebrs of the Canadian 
wheat board. 

“The provincial governments. first 
suggested James Stewart for chairman 
and F. W. Riddell for vice chairman, 
believing these appointments would 
have the support and confidence . of 
wheat producers. ! 


“These two men dedlined to act and | 
every effort was made to get them to: 


reconsider their decision ‘in which the 
federal government cooperated with 
us in joint assurances of full support 
by all three governments, 

“When it became certain that the 
services of these two men could not 
be secured it\ became necessary for 
the prgvincial governments to endea- 
vor to find two men with the necessary 
experience, ability and confidence, wil- 
fing to undertake the responsibility. 

“The other positions on the board 
have not caused ahy anxiety as the 
governments concerned believed that | 
having secured a ‘suitable chairman, 
and vice chairman, there would be no 
difficulty in completing the personnel 
of the board. 

“We feel now. after spending more 
than two weekg in the effort, that we 


have canvassed the field fully for suit: | 


able men‘and have to state that men 


‘having the necessary ability and ex- 


perience are unwilling to asume the 


great responsibility involved. 
“One of our. greatest difficulties lay 


: in. the, fact that) most ofthe men best 


qualified tor these positions belor 
“the ordinary grain trade, ‘and there is | 
no doubt “that the great majority of 
the men in the grain trade are oppos- 
ed to the “wheat board - idea. 

“Those who believe the board to be 
a necessity this year declined to 
take the positions because of the op- 
position of the grain trade in general. 
In this ‘connection they repeatedly 
pointed out to us that the use of fac: 
ilities controlled (by the various 
branches of the trade. was absolutely ; 
necessary, in view of the short time 
available for organization. 

‘“Ror this .reason/ even those” who 
felt personally favorable could not see 
their way to accept in face of a hostile 


trade, when a sympathetic operation , 


is an essential force in such a huge 
undertaking. 

“After endeavoring for more than 
two weeks to secure suitable men we 
hhave now concluded that we can $9 
no further, we have therefore wired 
the federal government to ‘that ef- 


fect.”
